Mat. 9:29. Among the principles of the gos- 
pel, we'think that the first one, andthe most 
1m pags link in the grand chain, is faith.— 
Paul by inspiration says in Hebrews 11; 6, 
‘He that cometh to God must beleve thathe is.” 
And that, ‘‘without faith it is impossible to 
please him.”” 
| Probably more has been written on that

' The definition given in holy writ, has not 
satisfied the curious, nor quieted the conten- 
tions; and theologians have ransacked. their 
brains and the great and small libraries ‘of the 
world, to'find’ a ‘better or différént definition 
than that simply given by the apostle Poul 
‘in. Hebrews 11: 1, ‘Faith is the substance 
(i. the ground or‘ cdnfidence,) of things 
hoped-for, the evidencg of thine not seen.” 
This definition suits ‘us very well. <a 
in his ‘Th ical Di¢tionary, says: ‘Fait 
is that assent which we give to a proposition 
advanced by- another, the trath of which we 
do not immédiately perceive from oar own 
teason and experience; or as itis a jadgment 
or assent of the mind, the motive whereof is 
not any intribsic evidence, but the authority or 
estimony of some othér who reveals or relates 
it. Greek noun tranélated faith, comes 
from a vérb. which ‘signifies to persuade, the 
natore of faith being a'persuasion and assent 
lof the mind, atising from testimony or evi- 


dence.” ‘Brown, in his Dictonary of thé Bi- 
le says: “Faith properly signifies, a persua- 
sion and assent to truth upon the authority of 
another, and is opposed to 
Webster, in his Dictionary of the English © 
language, says: 1.
